Fire, immediately following the collision, 
quickly destroyed the private car, cremat- 
ing the bodies of those within. The flames 
were quickly communicated to the car 
ahead, or rather to what remained of it,

Sheriff Koch of Johnston County arrived 
in Strasburg early Saturday morning from 
Warrensburg and was met by a large posse 
from Holden with a pair o* bleoanounds. 
They came in answer to another clew. 

Friday night word was received in Hol- 
den from Strasburg that a strange negro, 
es the description of “Bossie’’ 
Francis had been seen to alight from a 
westbound freight train at 8:30 o'clock. 
This report created more excitement than 
any other since the murder of Miss Hen- 
derson. 

The bloodhounds were near the Lafayette 
line, where they had been working all day 
and late at night. A party started out to 
bring them to Holden, where they arrived 


:at 8 o’ciock turday morning. A posse of 


mounted and armed men were waiting for 
them and after they had been fed the road 
was taken for Strasburg. At Strasburg Ww 
men saw or claimed to have seen the negro 
jump from the train as it slowed up to 
take the heavy grade just west of the town. 

At the point where the train slowed the 
track is on a high embankment. The foot- 
prints of a man descended to Crawford 
vreek, a shallow muddy stream on the other 
side of which they were lost. The blood- 
hounds were put to work at once, but failed 
to get Francis’ scent. The posse walked 
the banks of the creek looking for traces of 
the negro.

James M. Smith, who is in St. Louis, on 
his way to his home in Philadelphia, is 
convinced that the strike is not a satis- 
factory remedy for the grievances of 
United States soldiers.

Deputy Coroner Fitzsimmons concluded 
the inquest on Noack’s body at 1 o'clock 
Saturday. He gave a verdict of accidantal 
homicide. Young Mekan told a straight- 
forward story of the shooting and admitted 
that he fired the fatal shot. 

“But I did not know the gun was load- 
ed,” he said. There were no arrests in 
the case.

It was alleged that pn 
various occasions she had whipped the 
child severely, and, in one instance, had 
left the little one on the doorstep all night. 

At another time, it was alleged, she re- 
fused to give tne child anything to eat. 

Judge Wurdemann immediately issued an 
order to have the child brought into court 
and said that if the charges could be sub- 
Stantiated he would appoint a guardian. 

The deputies proceeded to Mrs. Court- 
ney’s home, but it was reported there that 
she had gone to Fairview, Iil. 

Among those who interested themselves 
in the case was Mrs. Mary W.‘ Calkins, 
president of the Children’s Golden Chain 
Humane Society, who lives in Ellendale 
adjoining Maplewood. Her husband, Fre 
Ca kins, was on his way home about 8 
o'clock ip 4 night when he noticed Mrs. 
Courtney with her baby on the car.

From the house the deputies hurried with 
the child, followed by the rest of the party 
and a score of neighbors, 

Mrs. Courtney ran after them and threat- 
ened to do all manner of things if they did 
not bring back her baby. 

Little Codey was turned over temporarily 
to Mrs. Calkins and passed the night at 
the latter’s home. She will be taken into 
court one day next week. 

Mrs. Courtney is about W years of age. 
She declares that she is a victim of per- 
secution. Recently she was convicted be- 
fore Justice Hansmann ox: discharging fire- 
arms and was fined $25. A few days after 
this trial she was summoned into court to 
give a peace bond.

Bread keeps moist longer if you allow 
one tablespoonful of shortening to each 


cup of liquid P 

When making bread in col@ weather first 
warm the bread pan, the flour and: the 
kneading board. , 

When pan broiling chgps always stand 
them for a minute on their ends that the 
fat edge may be cooked crisp and brown 
instead of remaining palé and unsightly. 

When cooking a small/roast first sear it 
all over on a hot spider. This will imme- 
diately drive in the meat juices and less 
heat will be required in the oven. 

If corned beef is very red, which means 
it is very salt, put it to cook in cold water. 
This draws out a portion of the salt. 

In hot weather use no vegetables in soup 
stock; it will keep better. Add the vege- 
tables in making the soup. 

If making a gelatine dessert on a hot or 
a wet day, add a little more gelatine than 
the recipe requires, half as much again if 
you wish to mold fruit into the jelly. 

An ordinary sized box of pulverized gela- 
tine holds five tablespoonfuls.

Just 
why, is not very clear, since Sam- 
son pulls down the temple of the Philis- 
tines without destroying himself, and the 
Delilah of the story is the most un-Delilah- 
like creature imaginable. 

We are taken into the very heart of 
public affairs. Pope Leo XIII is clearly 
recognizable under the disguise of Pius X— 

orn a Leone. Baron Bonelli, premier and 
minister of the interior, masks Crispi, who 
ruled the kingdom until his death only a 
few weeks ago. Roma is the “fatal 
woman,” the incarnation of the spirit 
of the age, faithful, wary, cunning to con- 
trive, but yet a woman. a woman, ab- 
stract. The reader must take her on the 
author’s word, since she does not speak 
effectively for herself. But as the symbol 
of an overpowering human emotion, allied 
with a great human idea in the person of the 
equally abstract hero, David Rossi, she is 
savinere and inspiring. The two stand 
for right for right’s sake, for progress, for 
liberty, equality and fraternity, for Christ- 
lan amocracy. Christianity freed from 
do ma and ecclesiasticiam is, in Mr. Hall 
Caine’s mind, another name for Democra- 
cy.

The book is designed for America, now- 
ever. Addressing himself to American 
readers Mr. Caine says 

“All this Is a large Question and a very 
immediate one itn Europe, but it ts 
without ite direct bearing in the great 
republic of America also. There you have 
a national constitution of surpassing jur- 
tice and nobility, rhapes the freest, most 
liberal, most enlightene constitution that 
has ever yet governed a nation of men. 
But you have the defects of your qualities

The details of the colossal 
practicaily arranged on board the Ham- 
burg-American liner Deutschiand' that 
landed her passengers in this city Thurs- 
day morning. 

All that 
the men from Pittsburg wanted was proof 
of Mr. Kingsley’s authorization to -risk 
$150,000 on the Lipton boat.

“We will settle that at Pittsburg Tues- 
day,’ said Mr. Kingsley last night. 

“Any man satisfactory to the Pittsburg 
syndicate will be satisfactory to me.”’ 

‘“T shall cable word of the situation to 
London, asking for permission to state the 
names of the dons quay: When permission 
is given 1 shall talk more.”’ > 

Mr. Mustin would not talk of details, but 
told how the syndicate was formed in mid- 
ocean.
